The result of the explosions was not so satisfac- 
tory as might have been wished for, but quite as 
much so as could be expected, when the dilliculties 
which uttended the execution of the work are 
cousidered. In the first place the situation, about 
1,000 yards to the ea: d of the upper Floating 
Light, was so exposed that the employment of 
very large and_ unwieldy vessels for lowering the 
charges of powder was necessitated ; secondly, no 
assistance could be given by the divers who were 
afraid to enter the water, as the place is said to 
abound with sharks; and thirdly, the tides, both 
ebb and flood, were very strong and were gene- 
rally accompanied by a considerable swo'!l caused 
by the northerly wind, which happened to be 
rather stronger than usual between the 18th and 
22nd December. ‘Lhis combination of circum. 
stances rendered laying the charges advantageous. 
ly, or so as to obtain the maximura effect from 
the explosion of each, quite impossible. Instead 
of being able to place them accurately in selected 
positions in and about the wreck, we considered 
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ourselves fortunate if it did not require more than 
three or four attempts to get each barrel of powder 
to touch even the outside of the hull.

The Deputy Inspector accounts for this ad 
state of agairs as follows :— 


« Several boys had to withdraw owing to their 
distressed state due to the famine, and many 
subscribers have withheld their subscriptions, 
some for real inability to pay any longer, others 
from the mere pretext affurded them by the 
famine.” He further reports that “ cases of 
parents, who used to take an interest in schools, 
having ceased todo so in consequence of the 
sudden death of their children carried off by 
cholera are not rare.” He goes on to say that 
‘* most. of the School Masters, especially the lower 
paid ones, were in great distress and failed to 
their duties with their wonted zeal and.

With respect to Pooree the Deputy Inspector 
reports that almost every school suffered numeri« 
cally [rom the famine and the cholera caused by 
the same. From the returns of the schools in 
Pooree and Ungool I find that the largest average 
daily attendance in any month during’ the years 
1865 and 1866 was 523, that the average alten- 
dane? lor the whole of the year 1865 was 477, 
whilst the average daily attendance during the 
months of July, August, September, and Osto- 
ber 18G6 was, respectively, 339, 828, 814, 220, 
This will shew the extent to which the schools 
have suffered, but even here the daily attendance 
has begun to increase since December, and I haye 
reason to hope that the schools will reach their 
former position before the end of 1867, if there 
be no return of greaé destitution this year. The 
following extract from the report of the Deputy 
Inspector of Pooree is interesting :— In Septeme 
ber last, when the Director of Public Lastruction 
was pleased to appoint me to my present post 
of Deputy Inspector of Schools for Pooree aud 
Ungool, I was requested by the Famine Relief 
Committee at Pooree (of which I am still a mem- 
her) to issue tickets for rice for payment only at 
low rates, that is to say, at 8 or 16 seers per 
rupee, in the Mofassil’ during my tour of in- 
spection.

expense. 

a The Board will, 1 have no doubt, gladly move the (overnment to offer to the gentle- 
men named by Mr. Smith the acknowledgments they so well deserve.

Wirw reference to your No. 105 of the 10th ultimo, I beg to annex the tabalar 
statement of receipts and disbursements on relief operations requested in the Board’s No, 100B. 
of the 8th idem, and to subiait the following general summary of these operations: 

2, In October L464, the south of the district wus inundated by the storm wave of the 
cyclone that then took place, ‘The stores of graimin the hands of the people and of the 
local dealers were swept away or destroyed. Tho standing crops were injured, the houses of 
the peasantry were thrown down and their cattle drowfed. Even where the storin wave did 
not extend considerable loss of property occurred. Temporary relief was afforded from the 
subscriptions which were promptly and generously contributed by the public, the scmut 
rain fall of 18C5 caused a less than ordinarily plentiful outeturn in the crops for that yeas, 
Prices were high, but owing to the proximity’ of the distriel to the towa and large edport 
mart at Caleutta, prices always are hizher in the 24-Pergunnahs than in the districts further in 
land. High prices, moreover, in a producing district are by no means a test of local distress. 
Indeed, unless wages fall they may be on the contrary accepted as an index of prosperity. 

3. Itwas not until theend of May 1465 that symptoms of marked scarcity began $0: 
shew themselves. On tho 26th of that month, Mr. Dampier placed at the Magistrates 
disposal the unexpendad balance of the Cyclone Relief Fund in his hands. Fortnightly reparta: 
of the state of the district were ulso called for. No actual disbursements were, however, : 
made till the 21st June, Mr. Black, one of the two Special Deputy Collectors supplied to thes 
district, was, on the 18th of that month, sent to enquire into the distress said to be prevailing; 
about Diamond Harbour, His enquiries revoaled considerable and\rapidly incrossing  distram’s 
which was said to have begun on the. cessation of the periodical repairs to the tncal -ensbarnkh:

4. On the 26th July, a Committeo for relief purposes was formed at Alipore, the 
Magistrate of the district being President. The Committee was composed of Mr. Haldane, 
the Vibe-President of the Suburban Municipality, Koomar Harendro Krishna Roy, Bahadoor, 
and Moulvie Abdool Luteef, Deputy Magistrate, Baboo Digumber Mitter, Baboo Joykissen 
Mookerjee, and Moonshee Buzloor Roheem, Landholders, und the Reverend Mr. Driberg. 

5. Three days after the formation of the District Committee another was formed at 
Muzilpore by Baboo Juggodishnath Roy, the Assistant Superintendent of Police, who 
was then on duty there, having been deputed with an extra force of police for the mainte- 
ance of order disturbed by the outrages to be mentioned hereafter. This Committee acted in 
concert with, and in subordination.to the District Committee from which they received the 
principal part of their funds, 

6. The District Committee almost immafiately after its formation organized depdts 
at Jhanjra, Thakoorpooker, Behala, Kaorapooker, Diamond Harbour, Culpee,and Kalarooah. 

7. The Reverend Mr. Driberg took charge of the first two, the Reverend Mr. Payne 
euperintended operations at Bebala and Kaorapookcr, Mr, Black remained in charge at 
Culpee, and the Deputy Magstrates of Diamond Harbour and Satkhera supervised those 
at Diamond Harbour and Kalarooah, the latter being temporarily relieved of his own office by 
Deputy Collector, Anundomohun Moozoomdar. 

8. Mr. Black’s health failed him. His operations were in consequence not 80 energetic 
ag the emergency required. Distress became gradually severer in the traets to which bis 
labours extended, and he was relieved by Deputy Collector, Sreesh Chander Vidarutno, 

9. One of the early indications of the extent to which distress had occurred was, that 
the peasantry began to plunder the grain-dealers’ stores. It is believed that in consequence of 
some injadicious remarks of the Deputy Magistrate of Diamond Harbour, they 
impressed with the opinion that such outrages would be leniently viewed by the authorities and 
would not be punished. Of this ill-founded belief they were promptly undeceived. As 
many as 177 pereona were committed to the Sessions for trial and several more were pupisbed 
by the Magistracy. ‘The sentences passed were ordinarily about three months? imprisonment, 
Under other circumstances such sentences would have been very inadequate, but in the case of 
persons driven to seize food for the preservation of themselves and their families they 
were fully sufficient. 

10.° ‘The Magistrate of the district made a tour of inspection through the distressed 
tracts. The belief that these robberies could be perpetrated with impunity was rapidly 
dispelled, and in consequence partly of that and partly of the extensive relief administered, 
they ceased almost as quickly as they rose. 

11. It is worth noting that in the course of this tour the Magistrate found that grain 
was being imported into Calcutta in considerable quantity from the northern portion of the tract 
where the distress prevailed. 

12. Mr. Driberg, however, reported that at Rajahat whence these imports were said to 
take place, the transactions were, as compared with ordiuury years, very small, being only a few 
hundreds of Rupees, where formerly there had been thousands. {t may, however, be inferrad 
from the imports taking pluce at all that if the dealers’ stock were less than usual, there was 
still.some Jett to be attracted by the prices of Calcutta, and that the local distress was due uot so 
much to actual want, as to the high prices placing the supplies beyond the reach of the poorer 
portions of the community. 

18. Farther south the state of matters was different; the Magistrate found that the 
quantity of rice senti to the market on hat days was treble and quadruple that sent in ordinary 
years, but that it was not scnt by dealors, but by private persons obliged to ecll their stock to 
prooure other necessarios, 

14. The grain-dealers’ stores were apparently nearly exhausted. At all events they 
either conld not or would not sell or advance, 

15. The numbers under relief at the time of the Magistrate's visit were as follows :—

Of these at the last station 400 refused to labour and were struck off the relief roll. 

16. Most of the recipients were women, children and infirm persons. Few of those not 
infirm shewed symptoms of cmaciation, and those who did were said to have come from the 
other side of the Hooghly. I have little doubt, however, that most of those relieved truly 
needed relief. 

17. Information was received about that time of distress in Saugor Island, and 100 
maunds of rice were sent from Tungrabicha for the purpose of relief there, Deputy Collector 
Sreesh Chunder Vidarutno accompanied it, and reported that the condition of some of the 
eople was deplorable, | They were, howgver, abl to erose to ‘Tangrabicha and Lukhikuntpore 

lepdts that were constituted in the southern part of the district, and many did so cross ior 
Telief. Mr. Bainbridge appears to have shared the opinion which I expressed at 9 later period, 
that'it was not advisable to encourage the tenantry tostay where the proprietors had not taken 
ordinary precautions for their safety by repairing tho embankments, and did not grant further 
relief. At-a later ‘period I sent a further supply in consequence of increased distress said to 
have-been caused by inundation, which, however, really added little to what existed previously. 
48. “About this timo the health of Deputy Collector, Sreesh Chunder Vidaratno, who had 
‘been divesting operations in the south, gave way, and he was relieved by Deputy Collector; 
Ramet Gacendza Krishna Bahadoor, This officer organised Committees at Lukhikuntpore 
nd" Renigenbichs, ind the dephs..néCulpee was. shortly afterwards. found unnecessary snd 
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apoliened ; alter a stay ot eleven or twelve days he also was attacked with fever, and compelled 
to return to Alipore. ‘The Committees had, however, been sufficiently organised, and inapracted 
in the nature of the duties to be performed to render unnecessary, the deputation of 
auother Special Deputy Collector, as a permanent measure, and the Sub-divisional Officer of 
Diamond-MHarbour was divected to supervise these operutions. 

19. From this tims, that is the middle of September, the distress was really great, The 
od, but in the 24-Pergunnahs it is produced to a smallextent only and

20. ‘The local relief officers and committees had oxneted Iabour in return for food where~ 
ever it could be rendered. In the southern portion of the distziet this was done more largely 
than in the vicinity of the Metropolis, generally it might perhaps have been more strictly 
enforced with advantage, ‘The nature of the work sequired was clearing tanke, clearing 
jnngle, repairing local rouds,e manwlacturing string, towels, and gunny bags, and spinning 
tion, ‘To females whose position in life did not admit of their working on the roads ce 
appearing in public and euitable work, was conveyed through the agency of their male 
relatives. 

21, Early in October Mr. Commissioner Dampier paid a visit of inspection to that part 
of the distriet which lies to the south of the suburbs of Calcutta, the general state of the 
tract, ae found by him, is detailed in the L1th paragraph of the report as follows :— : 

“From what we heard ly be stated that throughout this tract the 
classes who ordinarily live hy daily 
now subsisting not on rice but on the roots of the bunkuchoo and the leaves of the sujna, the 
tamarind and other trees boiled down, nevertheless there was not that universal appearunce of 
attenuation among the population which mizht have been expected ; in this respect the people 
from Orissa and Midnapore stood out in striking contrast to the local population.” 

22. The seale of relief adopted by the Committees was considered to be too liberal and 
the labour test not suflicientiy strictly enforced, sanction was given to the disbursement of 
Rupees 10,000 on roads to provide suitable labour for the able-bodied, 

28, The Commitices, in the immediate vicinity of the Metropolis, had, as already said, 
been less strict in requirin labour than was the case further south. It was important that 
every effort should be made to v mn proceeding in search of labour to Cale 
eatta where mach uneasiness and te had been caused by the largo numbers of 
such people who had then crowded into the town from other localities. 

24. The Alipore Committee, considering Mr. Dampier’s recommendations, adopted the 
seale of eiyht chittacks of y for an adult and four chittacke for children; they also 
resolved to discontinue relic! to able-bodied men wherever work on the roads was provided for 
them 

Of the allotment assigned by Mr. Dampier for the construction of roads, Rupees 7,809-5-8 
only were spent, it took some time to organise labour on the different works, and after the 
close of Novern!ver the demand for it lell” very largely off. The works were finally stopped 
everywhere; on the 12th January gratuitous relief was stopped everywhere after the closa 
of the first. week in December, except at Barripore where some sick Voriahs continued to 
receive assistunce, 

25, ‘The work on the roads was divided into two portions, Mr. Sevestre took charge of 
the road from Diamond Harbour to Bistopore, a good deal of earth-work had to be performed 
in connexion with it, and a distance of five miles was completed at a cost of Rupees 
1,005-12-9, The renedinder was carried out, under the superintendence of Supervisor 
Campbell, A statement 1s annexed shewing the work done on each road and the expenditure 
incurred on account of it.

26. It was not found, however, that all the labour that’ could be provided was sufficient 
to afford any material relief to the Committees, and relief had from time to time to be given 
in quarters where it was not anticipated as occasion arose. 

27. At the meeting of the Alipore Committee, on the 6th October, a new depot was 
directed to be opened at Khari, Baboo Digumber Miticr agreeing to supplement the 
500 maunds of rice the Committee proposed to send it by pecuniary subscriptions where 
needed. ‘he Reverend Mr. Harrison agreed to superintend the depdt, and Rupees 1,000 
were also placed at his disposal for relief at Bankipore and Mograhaut. 

28. At thcir next mecting they resolved, on information supplicd by Baboo Joy Kissen 
Mookerjec, to grant aid to the distressed in Pergunnah Mooragachce at Sorisa, at the juoe- 
tion of the Diamond Harbour and Kholakhlee road, and on the information given by Baboo 
Digumber Mittcr, to send assistance to Mohesmari in Pergunnah Mooidsh. ‘The zemindar’s 
servants undertook the care of the one depdt, and the Reverend Mr. Harrison the other. 

29. On the 29th October, a Commitice of the residents of Hurrenaveh and adjoining 
village addressed mo, stating that the relief that had been granted by the charitable people of 
these neighbourhoods no longer sufficed for its wants, that a large number of the poorer class, 
particularly weavers, had been reduced from want of employment to hving skeletons, and that 
some deaths had actually occurred from starvation, 1 at once deputed the Sub-divisional 
Officer of Barriporc to the spot. It does not appear from his report that he found the alleged 
cases of starvation to be true, but he found about 500 people mostly, as 1 have said, weavers 
in great distress aud proper objects of relief and likely as he said'to die of starvation if not 
relieved. 1 sent Rupecs 500 to he added to Rupecs 400 which had been collected, and also put 
in hand some of the roads in their vicinity. 

30, TLospitals for the relicf of the sick were organized in connection with the operations 
at Behala, Muzilpore, Lukhikuntpore, and Tangrabicha, and elsewhere relief was given as 
needed at the charitable dispensarics. 

31. The Amun or second riee crop was ready to cut at the close of November. A better 
crop has not been known for many yeurs; prices fell rapidly. Generally they fell as far as 
Rupees 2-4 per maund. In some places they were lower, and in one locality the rate of 
Rupees ‘as reported for coarse rice. The market has, however, latterly shewn a consi- 
derable increase, aud the prices of ballam rice now range about Rupees 4 in the vicinity of 
Calcutta. 

82. 1 do not think relief will be required this year, but the question is a most difficult 
one to answer. Thi crops have been good beyond comparison, yet prices near Calcutta are 
rising very rapidly. Probably part Uf the rise is duc to the knowledge of the large imports 
that will have to bo made tu Orissa, as disclosed in Mr. Sehaleh’s report of his recent visit. 
Admitting this, however, I do not think any reduction in pric to be anticipated befora 
next harvest if then, How much on the other hand it may rise, it is next to impossible to 
foresee, The range of prices in the vicinity of a large exporting harbour, with good commu- 
nication both by land and wate:, depends on circumstances that do not come within the scope 
of a district officer’s experience and which he cannot he expected to forctell. 

88. Should any further metcrial rise take place relief to the labouring and artisan class 
may be called for again, but on the other hand the risc will benofit the agricultural community, 
ir haying regard to the latc unusually plentiful harvest, I do not think that relief for 
them will under any circumstances be necessary, 

34, In concluding this report on the operations connocted with tho famine, I would 
wmecially desire to bring to your notice the very valuable assistance which has been rendered 
to me by the following gentlemen :—

Secretary to the Government of Bengsl,—(No. 712, dated the 18th February 1867.) 


I uave the honor to forward, for submission to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the repert by the Civil Surgeon, Dr. Bensley, 
on small-pox occurring Within the district of Midnapore. Dr. Bensley, writin, 
under date the 6th February instant, considers that the epidemic he has hac 
to deal with is on the decline. It is to be hoped that this may be the case; it 
is too early perhaps to predict this safely. Dr. Bensley has shewn himeelf 
gealous and active in hig proceedings in the investigation of the origin, nature, 
and extent of the disease. I concur generally in the opinions expressed by 
Dr. Bensley as to the baneful influence of the small-pox inoculation, in some 
places doubtlessly spreading the disease or bringing it into existence where it 
might not have appeared, and in other pl where it has appeared epidemi- 
cally, adding fuel to the fire, concentrating the poison, and intensifying its 
virulence. The remedy for this is the introduction generally of a well-direct- 
ed and well-supervised system of vaccination under European control, which 
is to be exercised continuously and unremittingly, so as gradually to extend 
the vaccine protection over the length and breadth of the country. 

Until a large scheme of vaccination, under several Eyropean Medical 
Officers as Superintendents, has becn arranged and sanctioned for Bengal, I 
would recommend the transference, during the vaccinating season, of several 
Sub-Assistunt Surgeons to what may be designated the Vaccine Department, 
to be employed in the most eligible and in selected spots, under the orders.of 
those Civil Surgeons who may have shéwn the most praiseworthy zeal in the 
dissemination of the vaccine prophylactic, and in investigating and treatidg 
any small-pox epidemic inroads. ‘I'he Civil Surgeon would consider it a part 
of his duty to inspect periodically the working of the vaccination going on 
under the Superintendent, and a train of two or more Vaccinators. 

The dispersion of Native Vaccinators through a District without subject. 
ing their conduct to close scrutiny, and without affording them adequate 
instruction, support, and guidance, I look upon as a worthless procedure,

Report on Small-poz ot Contai, a Sub-Division in the district of Midnapore, 
* 


Os my recent visit to the Sub-division of Contai I made careful enquiries regardi 
small-pox that has been prevailing for some time, and I availed myself of opportunitienot er 
sonal observation to record the extent to which it still existe. 

My enquiries were directed to the following heads: Fire When the disease first coms 
menced and the extent of ecuntry over which it has epread,  Second.—The severe nature ot 
otherwise of the disease and its present state; and Tuird—Ite origin, 

With regard to the first head I have had sufficient information to convi if 

b reg s vince me that if 
appeared in November last at the station of Contai, ab Nugwan, and other chief Places, ia 
some few villages, for instance Basdebpore, it appeured as late ay Jawanry this year, that. it 
gradually spread over almost the whole extent of the Sub-division, leaving a few vi - 
untouehed; that the villages untewched were 60 from no superiority of soil, elevation, or ote 


sanitary condition, but eseayed probably on account of not having been inv; inocalatols, 
and that the disease reached its climax about the end of Decomber lust. a ae 


__ With regard to the second head, although there is no question w disens 
being scattered over a wide exteut of country, yet there nut sullen te ioehee iat? 
is raging or has ever ocen raging in a virulent or severe epidemic form. |The Zemiudar @ 
Baleye, the Police Inspector of Rugonathpore, and a Mookhtear from Maznamootah, desaril 
it as having been very severe. The term viruéent has been used by the Zemindée of Bis 
Pore, whose village I visited. When 1 asked some of the Zemindar’s people ta 9 
ides of the extent and severity of the diseage, they told me of 209, houses of BF

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To learn the number of deaths in a native community from any epidemic disease is always 
‘an uncertain and unsatisfactory matter, but T believe there can be no difficulty in ascertaining 
the exent and severity to which small-pox has provailed, Whore the discase has raged in a 
village or town to a violent extent, to sav nothing of 100 houses among 200 being infected, I 
would expect when passing through the lanes of that village or town, and in that manner 
pitants, to find among them a number of recently pock-mark- 
ed people ; no one can have small-poe ever so mild without bearing on his body for four or 
five weeks at least the light pink-colored sears of a recent attack, but I was most agreeably 
surprised to find very few so marked, and to,convey the impression lelft upon my mind from 
what I have sven at Contai and clsewhere of the extent of the disease, 1 ean best do so by 
comparison with the town of Midnaporc, where the disease has not prevailed in anything like 
the ratio of one house in two or even one house in fifteen, and yet Ihave lately never passed 
through the town without sceing a few recently pock-markad people going about, but I would 
hardly consider myself right in saying that in Miduapore the disease has been raging 
virulently,

when the disease prevails to an alarming extent, we may 
f tha concentration of the poison. This is the 
character of all epidemies, bat great. prevalence in the Contai outbreak [ have already disprov- 
ed, and there are other tests that also go to disprove its severity, and they are the absenee of 
people covered with marks of recent confluent (the worst {orm of) smallpox, and of people 
with the sequcke of a severe alfack upon thera, namely, abscesses in the joints, ulceration of 
the cornea, &c. 

Lam therefore satisfied that: the disease has not raged nor is now raging to a virulent and 
alarming extent, aud as to mortality, without doubting that some deaths have occurred, I look 
upon the statements made to me as much exaggerated, and that I should look upon them in 
that light, is natural enouzh from what [have already remarked, and that is the absence of the 
most unmistakable” signs of severity; for severity and mortality go always in direct ratio, and 
where the former is proved, the latter is accepted a8 a natural consequence. 

Té I were asked to name the form in which the disease has existed at Contai, I would say 
asa mild epidemic sparingly sprinkled, as a rule, over a large extont of the Sub.division, and 
in a severe form in only a few vi It has been bad at Contai itself, and is bad even yet 
ina village called Durrooah, a few miles from Contai. The disease, however, is rapidly on the 
decline everywhere, and a good many places, for instance Nugwan, have got quite free from it, 

With reference to the third head my enguiries have been directed with special care. In 
a few villages the disease commenced naturally, that is, under some unknown influence of 
atmosphere in the carly part of November, as indeed it doce yearly in almost every part of 
Bongal, but having onea appeared it was kept up and aggravated in almost all those places by 
the practice of inocalation, In a large majority of villages the disease was induced, in the 
firet instance, by inoculation ‘and it then spread among the non-inoenlated, not only in the 
village where it was initiated but to neighbouring villuges, and there were again some villages 
where the cases were only those who had been inoculated.—The “Itcha” of the Bengalees, 

To be brief the disease oceurred spontaneously in only a few places, but in the large 
majority it was induced by inoculation. 

The more experience I have in this country, the more convinced I feel, that inoculation 
has a great deal to answer {8 in the propagation of small-pox, in kindling up an epidemic of 
the disease, or adding to its violence if previously oxistinw, and in its introduction to crowded 

ces, where, when it once appears, it spreads like wiid-lire, eausing great destruction to 
human life. In every report: on epidemics of small-pox chat has been written, we find among 
the causes of the commencement or spread of the disease the oft-repeated tale of inoculation, 
and yet in spite of all this wo see inoculation ruling rampantin the eountry ; year by year it is 
practised in the same tnlettered way, where the disuse is most appalling there the inoculators 
are busiest at work, udding fuel to the fire, and no voice or hand 1s raised to restrain them, 

In speaking thus of inocalation, I do not maintain that it possesses no advantage. 1 am 
not blind to the fact that it is a great prophylwsie against the disease, for what can be better 
protection than an induced attack of the discasv, nor do E join with the anti-inoculators in 
the ory that mortality from it is excessive. 1] d' not think it is more than four or five in a 
thousand among those who aro submitted to i; but my objection to it is that, whilo it is an 
advantage to the individual few, it is death aud <ufforing to the mass, The inoculated has as 
much of contagion in him as one with emall-pus occurring naturally in him. Wnrestrained 
he moves about among the mass of the people communicating the disease in the samp way 
au-the small-pox stricken, and where the protection of a single individual has been secured 
a large portion of the community have undergone the horrors of the disease itself. 

‘Is not this a matter in which Government interference might be most humanely exercised ? 
‘Bho health snd prosperity of » large mass of the people are yearly sacrificed for the good of 
wfow individuals; how great indeed must be the mortality among infants to whom the time. 
tisnored superstitions of the Bengalee deny even the protection of inoculation until they are 


three or four years old? 
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The disease that we are endeavouring to diminish and rol) of its virulence (to thoroughly 
eradicate it we never can) by the protective influence of vaccination is allowed to. be spread 
lavishly every year. Is noc vaccination, which is carried on in this country within suoh 
narrow bounds, a futile effort to leasen emall-pox when inoculation is at the same time allowed 
to sow it broad-cast? ‘Yo me it is like the never-ending and proiitless work of Sisyphus. 

Such a state of affairs exists all over Bengal. 

Tf to‘interfore with the long standing superstitions of the people does not beeome a 
Government, and if, at the same time, it were possible to euforcea rigid system of quarantine, 
by all means let inoculation continue, for there cannot pos ibly be better protection than it, 
but where such isolation is impossible, every narrow-minded prejudiee should, I submit, be 
cast, adrift when the welfare of the mass of the people 1s coneerned 

It requires only a little serious thinking to be satislied that any system of vaccination, 

“he it never so complete, must prove a miserable failure so long as the great instigator of the 
disease is allowed to exist; indeed, ff we want an example we have ouly to tur to England 
where the system of inoenlation had little or no influenee in :liminishing small-pox, where the 
introduction of vaccination prove | of doubtful advantage so long as inoculation renined, but 
when inoculation was prescribed by law, when that which is af one and the same time both a 
protective against the evil and an excitant of it, was exterminated, then the advantage became 
apparent. For every child in three that nsed to be seen with a poek-marked face in former 
times we now find if difficult to pick out one in seventy: Doubtless much is due to the anti- 
variolous influenee of vaccination, but even in England the completeness and excellence of 
the vacoine vesicle are not always attended to by the vuevinators, There is still a large body 
of the people said to be vaccinated who are in no wise protected, and yet smallepox is nob 
known now in a severe epidemic form, sure!y this result. is not due solely to protection, for if 

rotection is all thut is wanted India h in inoenlation, but it is mainly due to the great 
instigating cause having been banished, and until we follow the same system in India, antil 
we prohibit inoculation by law, vaccination will be a farce, as judging from results it is up to 
date, and small-pox will continue one of the most appalling scourges of this country, 

Having described the nature and extent of the disease ut the Contai Sub-division, I now 
Brapose to desoribe the measures that have been earried out. Finding that the people were in- 

ifferent to the advantages of a Hospital and feeling convineed also that the disense is rapidly 
declining everywhere, both the Depaty Magistrate of Contai and myself were of opinion that 
there existed no necessity for a Sinall-pox Hospital, with an establishment as sanctioned by 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor uot long azo. 
¢ Assistant Superintendent of Police placed at our disposal a small shod that was once 
nsed as a Police Hospital, which has been made over to the Native Doctor at Contai, with 
instructions that should any applicants come they might be lodyed in it and athended’ to by 
him, but I do not anticipate any, as T found that with smull-pox in a worse form in the Town 
of Midnapore only one putient usked for admission into the special Hospital opened out by the 
Municipal Commissioners. 

‘A Vaceinator has been at work in and about the station of Contai since the 22nd of last 
montb and has done a fair amount of work, mnch ean hardly be expected among a people to 
whom vaccination is new, and whose aninds ure strongly -binsed in favor of inoculation, 1 
think one man sullicient for the amount, of work that will come before him and have therefore 
net entertained a second Vaccinator. Instructions have been left with him to travel to places 
where small-pox 1s most prevailing. 

Tho Zomindar of Jellamootah, Baboo Gejendro Narayan Raya, freeing hiraself' from the 
trammels of a degrading superstition and espousing the cause of vaccination offered with 
what might, in this district, be called an unparalled liberality to engage the services of a 
private Vactinator fora porod of thie months, 7 have lost no time in furnishing him with 
one, and I sincerely hope success nay attend his ellurts.

In conclusion, T would beg to suggest, for the Licutenant-Governor’s consideration, the 
necessity of extending our vaccine operations in this district. At present we have only two 
permanent Vaceinators and one temporarily engaged for duty at Contai, whose serviees will 
T suppose, be dispensed with in another two months, but in a large district like Midnapore, 
there is a sufficiently large field for two more permanent men, ono of these to be located ia the 
Contai Sub-division, the other at Turalook. ced
